uide fdꝛ thoſe that trauaile in his buſi⸗ 
nelle, anditakv paines to deliuer the op⸗ 
pꝛeſſed, as Aim aduenturing to deli⸗ 
ner his bꝛother Lot, receiueth comidꝛt by 
a ſtranger. Melchiaęlech bleſſed Abram 
from the loꝛd, in which his woꝛds were 
noted, that bleſſinges come from God. 
that they are the Loꝛdes bleſſinges, and 
not mans that ſtande, and his curſes 
that take effert; Next they that comfoꝛt 
the afflicted are bleſſed of God, and 
they that greeue the ſpirite of God 
in his childꝛen, hy adding afflictions fo 


akllictions, are turſed af God: comming 


fromghat to the title wherein he called 
him poſſeſſoiſt of Meauen and earth. J 
noted he gane God thoſe titles, beeing 
onely poſſeſſourofYeauen, and that the 
Pope cannot apen and ſhut it with his 
pardons at his pleaſure, fox heauen is 
theLo2des: and next in that he nameth 
him - poſſeſſour of earth: Inoted that 
be will take account ot vs whether wee 
dle it as he hath directed. vs, oꝛ abuſe it 
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what a happpe and bleſſed thing it is 
foꝛ Gods childꝛen. whoſe kingdome and 
inheritaunce is not vpon the earth but 
in heauen, where no tyꝛannaus oppꝛeſ⸗ 
fours can trouble and annoy: on the 6s:

Thirdly by whome they were gi⸗ 3 
uen, by Abram, and Fourthly, whereof 4 
theſe Tythes were, which are ſet down 
by the holy Ghoſte in the epiſtle fo the 
Hebrewes,7.to be of the ſpopls which - 
bram had gotten in the Warres,as aps 
peareth in y fourth verſe. Tythes were 
a poꝛtion which the Lo2de reſerued to 
him ſelfe to be paid to himſelfe, by them 
to whome he gaue the poſſeſſion of the 
earth, and the enioping of Earthlye 
bleſſings, ſo Moſer ſapth Leuit. 27. 30. 
Tbe titb is the Lords, it is holy to t he Lord. 
So lacob ſapd, Genne. 28.22. Of all thou 
Shalt giue me, I will giue the tent h to tbee, 
which thinge was prelded as a teſtimo⸗ 
nie of their gratefull # thankful minds 
to him that beftowedthole benefites vp- 
pon them, and as an acknowledgement 
that all they had was the Loꝛdes, and 
they held the ſame of him in chiefe. Fo2 
the ſecond part to whom it was dun, | 
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it is here noted that it was to Melchi= 
Lech, àn extellent perſon, a figure ot 
Chzilt, the ſonne of God, a choyſe man 
plated by the Loꝛd, as it were in his 
owne roome, to take homage of Abram 
- fo: the Loꝛds right, and thus the Loꝛde

Gen. 49. . their hands were after ſanc- 
tiſted of the Lo2d foꝛ ſh ewing their loue 
t zeale to the Loꝛd, in killing the idola⸗ 
tours which had killed the Calfe. The 
curſe of deuiding t ſcatfering, the Loꝛd 
applied as a means that his law might 
be taught in euery coꝛner of I/raell, and 
the loſſe of their inheritaunce he recom⸗ 
pended by feeding them with his owne 
ion, aud pꝛomiſing them * he

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himſelte would be their lot and their in⸗ 
heritance.Nomb. I 8.20. The ſecond ſoꝛt 


are the pooꝛe, the ſtranger, the father⸗ 
leſſe, and the widow, Det. 26,12; The 


third ſoꝛt are Ringes, whome the Loꝛde 


hath placed in his owne rome, to guide 
and gouerne his people, as 3 ane! ſayd 
when the people wonlde needes haue a 


Ring, he will take the tenth of your ſed 


and of pour ſields and giue it to his Fu- 
nuc hes and to his ſeruants. 1. Sam. 8. 15. 
The fourthe ſoꝛt, ewere the childꝛen ol 
the Pꝛophetes trayned vp at ſchwle at 
Numa, and ſuch other plates as Uniuer⸗ 
ſities, that they might bee the apter foꝛ 
the matters of the Lozd, as maybe gas 
thercd by ſund2ye places of ſcripture. 
Next commeth it tobe conſidered, who 
payde Zythes:namely Abram:wheretn 
the author to the Hebrees,noteth what 
an excellent man Melc bigedech was. to 
whom Abram the Patriark paid Tythes: 
but farre moꝛe excellente is the Kings 
dome and Pꝛieſthod of Chꝛiſte, figured 
by Mele hiæædech: he alſo doth teache vs 
that the endandaboliſhingof the pꝛieſt⸗ 
pave of Lexi was figured in this, that 
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Lexi in che loines of Abram payd Tyths 
fo Meic hixedec h. This alſo was figured 
in that the pꝛieſts, x Leuites paid tythes 
(of thole Tythes which were b:ought 


them) to the high pꝛieſt( who was alſo a 


figure of Chꝛiſte.) Num. I 8. 26. Laſtlp, in 
this text we are to note whereofhe papd 
tythes, which the holy ghoſt to the Hebr. 
7. 4. Anſwereth to be of the ſpoils gotten 
by his handes. There were ſundꝛpy ſoꝛts 
of Tythes paped, as of the fruites of the 
ground, ot the gaynes of their handes, 
of the entreaſe of their Cattel, whereby 
we le the great care that God had fo2 
the Leuites in pꝛouiding, foꝛ them that 
had no inheritaunce of their owne : ſo 
that as the people of [/rac/ had encreaſe 
of any fruites, the Leuites attending vp⸗ 
pon religion, hadtheir poꝛtion of the 
ſame. As theſe tithes were of diners 
ſoꝛts, ſo were they diuerſly papd, of ſome 
they payde the firſt fruites, of ſome the 
third, of ſome the tenth: ſome were payd 
in mony,t ſome otherwiſe, whereby we 
fee p the holy ghoſt ſpeaking of tythes, 
is not alwais to be vnderſtod of tẽts as 


ſome do take it, but theſe tythes _

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Chus haue vou heard the ſumme ot this 
text. But now it is conuenient (this be⸗ 
ing the firſt time that we ſinde the mat⸗ 


ter of Tythes;ſpoken of ſince we began 


this boke of Geneſit) that we ſhoulde en⸗ 
ter deeper into theſe woꝛdes and learne 
kane hat out of them foꝛ our ſelues. 
Which matter J would gladly paſſe o⸗ 
tier ſoꝛ the ausyding of falſe ſurmiſes t 
finifter repoꝛtes, but that our ſaviour in

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ſoꝛte, and vou mulke learne not onely ta 
knob the duty ofa ꝙiniſter to his peo⸗ 
ple, but alſo ot the people towards their 
miniſter. Bowſoener theroſoꝛe the docs 
trine deliuered, ſhall bee miſtaken and 
w:efted; yet the trueth muſt bee deliue⸗ 
red, let men take it as they will, tho 
102d will giue it ſuch ſucteſſe as he ſhal 
thinke beſt: ' Some peraduenture will 
aſke what this matter of tythes ayper⸗ 
taineth to the miniſferie now⸗ and wil, 
(to laue their gods) ſay. that theſe wers 
ceremonialt la wes, and ſa were abꝛaga⸗ 
fed by Chaiffes comming. To whom A 
anſwere, that the Leꝛde (of that poꝛtion 
reſerued vnto himſelle) appointed foma 
part to the Lenites fo2 the mayntenance 
of the miniſtery about the Loꝛds work, 
and ome part of them fq2, the ſacrifices 
of meate* offeringes, dzinke offeringes.

fo ffarue,all which ſubtle pꝛadiſes Satan 
- dayly putteth in execution, ſeeking there⸗ 
by either to ouerthꝛow the miniſtrie, oꝛ to 


make it by luch blemiſhes to loſe the fo2ce 
and bewtpe of the ſame. But though ma⸗ 


giſtrates ſhoulde be careleſſe in theſe mats 
ters, vet the people of God muſt be careful. 


to doe their duety in this reſpect... There 


was no king of Can«an that by law'copel> 


ted Abrani to pay theſe tithes,neither was 
there any Chꝛiſttan pzince in the pꝛyma⸗ 
tine church, that by law apoynted mainte⸗ 
nante for the miniſters, vet 4b ram papd, 
the Apoſtles and biſhops after them were 


pꝛouided foꝛ. But to come nerer to ſe hoo 


they mult be paid. This muſt be paid reli⸗ 
gioullp, readilp, and liberally : religiouſly 
as to God foꝛ the enlarging of his king⸗ 
dome, the defence ofhis trueth, emainte- 
nance ofhis true woꝛſhip. It muſt be done 
readily in time conuenient, ⁊ of a willing 
minde. It muſt be done liberallp, that the 
miniſter be not dꝛiuen to ſlack his calling 
and to emplop his time in other thinges, 
there by to get his liuing:by this liberaili⸗ 
tie I mean not vᷣ they ſhould be glutted vp 
with daineties r maintained 3 


fo2 
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| for that is as great a miſchiefe on the other 
| fide. Fo2 when Satan cannot ſtop the pꝛe⸗ 
ching of the goſpell by pennurp & ſcarſitie, 
then he trieth to choke v [mother it with 
the gloꝛp of the woꝛlde, and this way alas 
he doth to much pꝛeuaile. But thogh there 
i be ſome either made flow of ſpeech, oꝛ alto⸗ 
gether tongtied by this god M ammorn, and 
ſo bewitched, that they can like better of 
miniſters v lyue as At bieſts, dꝛunkerds, 
wantons, ⁊ old doting pꝛieſtes, then they 
do of paineful x ſincere pꝛeachers, vet it is 
| a-wonder to ſee with what curſing + \wea 
ring, howe ſlackly & ſlowly, x with what 
pinching and ſparing the reſt haue their 
poꝛtions, vnleſſe they had all conſpired to 
ouerth2ow the miniſtry. Abram was riche 
and pet payd fithes : : the rich now a dapes 
that ſhould giue moſt liberally, wil fo2 the 
moſt part take tithes, there are very fewe 
of them that will pay any. The miniſters 
are dꝛiuen to lyue of that they can haue of 
the pooꝛeſt, which are oft times ſo ſcraped, 
that they are moꝛe meete to take almeſſe 
then ko pay tithes. In the boke of Nebem. 
13 4. there is a ſfozy recoꝛded how Lobi h 
the Ammonite kinſman to Elia ſhib þ pꝛieſt 
4 had 
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fruitefull and 
had gotten by his fauour into the chamber 
made foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of the houſe of God 
and of the Leuites, ſo that they fled to their 
land. left the houſe of God vopd, but wh# 
Nebemiab heard ut it.he obtained libertyol 
king Artab ſpaſt, ę tame to Ieruſalem, with 


griefe, he found the ſame to be true, he caſt 


out all Tobiah his ſtuffe, and reſtoꝛed thoſe 
things to their fozmer vſe. If that our no⸗ 
ble pꝛince wold nowſend foꝛth ſome godly 
E zealous Nebemiab, to lodke fo theſe mate 
fers now,he might find a number of 7 05i- 
«bs entred into the chambers, apointed fo: 


the pꝛouiſion of þ miniſtrie. Firſt he ſhold 


find that the Abbeys(kinſmen to the high 
pꝛieſt of Rome)began fo make this ſpoyle, 
and got into their hands the beit — 
by impꝛopꝛiating them, they are ouer⸗ 
thꝛown, theſe ſpoyles are not reſtoꝛed, but 
manp men liue of that they ſtole from the 
miniſfry. Secondly he ſhould find a nom 
ber of biſhops equal in this ſinne, with E- 
lias hib, oꝛ with that high pꝛieſt of Rome, 
fo2 they haue ſpopled many bemfices by 
confirming leaſes to their kinſmen by 
power, oꝛ by blood, oꝛ by the purſe, yea I 


know one biſhop in this realme, that hath 
cons

confirmed I thinke nere 20 of the beſt be⸗ 
neficesin his dioceſſe, ſome to hix chilvzf, 
fome to his kinſmen, ſome to his officers, 
ſome fo2 mony to diuers that are as badde 
as Ammonites in religion. Thirdly he ſhal 
find a nomber of patrones that will be (o 
nigh kinſmen to the miniſters, that they 
will haue all the houſe and profits, x alow 
them ſcraps with the ſeruingmen, when 
they haue wayted on their patrones tren⸗ 
cher, oꝛ they will coſin them of the houſe 
and gleabe, it is part of their inherifance, 
it ſtandeth as tonueniently foz them, as 


Nabot bes vynepard did foz Ahab, let our 


coſins the pield pꝛieſtes dwell in ſome bad 
totages, theſe houſes are meeter foz gentle 
men: 02 they wil foꝛ coſinage haue the tith 
co2ne foꝛ pꝛouiſton fo2 their houſe, æ leaue 
their poꝛe colin tithe goſe and tithe calfe, 
with the egges at Eaſter, at leaſt they wil 
haue their own fithes. Neuer a chaplaine 
of them all ſhall put them beſtds it. Some 
what there muſt be giuen to the myſtrelle 
their wiues, oꝛ to finde a childe at ſcowle. 
Fourthly,hs ſhall find many wealthy and 
mighty men to be ſo neere kinſmen to the 
miniſters, they will pay either nothing, 
o 
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oꝛ very lifle, they will pleaſure them ſome 
other wap. But if they may not haue it as 
they liſt, they will be neither their coſins 
noꝛ friends, the pꝛecher noꝛ goſpeller muſt 
not harbour there. he were better to be ma 
npa'myle fro them. To be ſhoꝛt, J am not 
able to recken by the pꝛactiſes that this 
god commiſſioner ſhoulde find deuiſed by 


ſatan and put in execution, by men fo2 the 


toſtning £ ſpople of the miniſtry, pꝛophane 
me haue delt beter with their idle pꝛieſtes 
then we with our minilkers. Pharaoh that 
heatheniſhe king, in whom was no religt- 
on, toke this oꝛder when the great famine 
was in Egipt, as app eareth in Gen 47.22. 
that his idoll pꝛieſts were maintained or 
his own tharge. I abel that Queen ſo ful 
of wickedneſſe, mainteined 3 4/s pꝛieſtes 
at her owne table. 1. Kin. 18.17. r Mic bab 
as it is iR the boke of ludges, 17.5. 10, 
made him an Jdole, got him a pꝛieſt, and 
pꝛonided foꝛ him his hand7ull,to wit, ve⸗ 
ry liberaily: equal! with PH araoh, with 
Iezabell, and with Michah were our foꝛe⸗ 
runners in the time of popery, who cram⸗ 


med both the bellies t the purſes of S a⸗ 


tans hirelings, p chapplains of Antrcbuit 
who 


wha could doe nothing but ſay a Malle 03 
mumble vp a mattins, but nowe in the 
time of the goſpel to get any thing fo2 tha 
maintenance ot᷑ the minſtery of the fame, 
is as IJ ſapde befoze, as greeuous to them 
as tho pulling ol their bowolls out of their 
beilies, vea, chey ſeeke to put awaye euen 
that which is leſſe. Meere J might take 
occaſion to ſhe me both hoi religion E tus 
tice, godlines and honeſtp are made ſhips 
wack of by the ſpoile of the miniſtery:foz 
thereby, eyght commandements ofthe ten 
are bꝛoken. r oꝛ neither the knowledge of 
God, noꝛ the true eſtimation and lone of 
him commaunded in the firſt commaun- 
dement: noꝛ the auopding of Jdolatrye, 
and ſetting fooꝛth of the true woꝛſhip of 
God, pꝛeſcribed in the ſecondcommannde- 
ment, no2 the reuerence of the name of 
God ſet fooꝛth in the thirde, noꝛ the obſer⸗ 
tation ofthe ſabbaoth, eſtahliched in the 
No2 the honoꝛ ofthe miniſtery appointed 
in 5 fift.

Nom it refteth-, 
that we p2oceed with p hiſtoꝛn of the king 
of Sodom, wherin is ſet downe.firlt the ſup⸗ 
plication which the king of Solom made fo 
Abram expꝛeſſed in the 21 ver. next the an- 
fwere of Abram tothe ſame, which follow⸗ 
eth in the 3. lat verles. Ind king ol * 
f ups 
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ſupplication. Give me the perſons, fake the 
goods to thy ſelfe: is ſhewed great equitie c 
charitp, equity towards Abram, in that he 
would take neither men noꝛ mony with⸗ 
out Abram le ue, foꝛ 5̊ by his painful tra⸗ 
uels, c endangering his owne life, he had 
gotten them as ſpoiles in the warres. and 
crauing the men he deſtrich not the gods, 
but is willing to leaue them with him: on 
the other ſide, he ſheweth great charifie x: 
pitty towards his ſubiecs in y he ſueth ſo 
earneſtly to haue them ſet at liberty. This 
ſurely is a notable ſupplicatis, and a very: 
rare example of a ſinguler ſuit. If we con- 

ider all circumſtaunces. Firſt he is very 
pane, then his tountry is ſpoyled, next his 
gods are caried awap, he. is left very bare, 
why doth he not rather in reſpect or him⸗ 
ſelf, ſeeke the riches and aſke the gods the 
. eraue the men. Why doth he not conſider 
ꝓ he hath nothing to keepe them on, no not 
foꝛ himſelfe. All theſe conſiderations are 
ſwallowed by ÿ lone he beareth to his ſub⸗ 
iects, his mertie to his me ful ot᷑ miſeries x 
talamities, cauſeth him to regard none of 
thoſe things, but he ſaith, Giue me the per- 
ſons take the goods to thy ſelfe. This exam⸗ 
ple 
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ple is ſeldeme followed (to ſhameJ ſpeak 


it of the miſerable woꝛldlings that liue in 
theſe dayes ) this pꝛophane king not pꝛo⸗ 
keſſing God, dwelling at the vile place So- 
dom, ſhelued moꝛe mercy towards men, thẽ 
many called Chꝛiſtiãs, dweiling in p body 
of Chziſtian realms, do to their Chꝛiſtian 
b:ethze. ew are thoſe maiſters 5 tender 
not their beaſts moꝛe then their ſeruants, 
few are the Landlo2ds that regarde not 5 
goods moꝛe then men, as oppꝛeſſing of p 
poo ze, by rackinges of rentes, by exteſſiue 
fines, by extrao2dinary paiments, gnaw⸗ 
ing from the the bꝛead gottẽ with painful 
hands, befo2e if can come into vᷣ̊ childꝛens 
bellpes, and the vnharbouring of the har⸗ 
bourleſſe, when they haue ſcraped them to 
the bones doth witneſſe, and the cry or the 
ſame doth come to the ears of the Loꝛd ot 


hoſts, by the pitiful cõplaints of men, wo⸗ 


men, and childꝛen. widowes + D2phans, 
vea, the fatherleſſe infantes are dꝛiuen to 
wayle,becauſe that mercileſſe Landloꝛds 
traue the gods & haue no compaſſion vp⸗ 
pon chꝛziſtians. To be ſhoꝛt, few are thoſe 
miniſters jj care moꝛe foꝛ the ſoulcs, then 
foz the ſtiptds and tithes, as the touetous 
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heaping vp of many benefices togeather, 
the number of none reſidentes,y careleſſe 
ſetting oucr of ſoules, toiourney men and 
hirelings that wil ſerue beſt chepe,p gree- 
dy ſcraping foꝛ tithes, p ſeldome pꝛeching, 
pea many great Rablyns which would be, 
counted iolp pꝛeachers, will pꝛeach no of- 
tener then ſhame law, oꝛ iniunction com⸗ 
pell thc, Pea ſome that ſhould ſpur others 
fo2ward,may be pꝛeſẽted in their ſeuerall 
charges fo2 default of their quarter Ser⸗ 
mons. This teſtiſieth v they ſeeke not the 
ſoules but the godes. Thus in theſe fewe 
woꝛdes we ſee p courſe of the woꝛld in ge⸗ 
neral, which is to be cõdemned by this ex⸗ 
ample of the king of Sodom, t I feare it wil 


not be amended til God conſume vs # our 


toꝛruptions with fier,as he didp Sodomits.
